iroiii Liina, the Peruviana held the ad 
viiiiiago and might, by one more deter- 
uiiiii'rl ;ind prompt offort, liavc made 
I lii-i.isehe.s master.i of the situation. 
luiiDiiniging and congratulatory dis- 
|iiit( lies from the front and bullotin.s, 
announcing a Peruvian victory, were 
|iul in the" -press, fireworks prepared 
und the utroets of Lima and Callao, fill- 
ril bjj' jubilant and excited crowds. At 
I Ills time occurred one of those unantici- 
pnti'd events which sometime in one rao- 
tiuiiil change the fortune of battle. 
I'icMoln, who had passed four days und 
niglits almost continuously in the sail- 
»il(t, overcome by e.xhaustioii, was plac- 
ed upon a Btretclier in the field where he 
instantly plunged into a profound sleep. 
The troops it is said had been all day 
without food or writer. \t this criti- 
moment, while their chii/t' was uii 
i ijiihoious, the superiors otlleors disband- 
ed their forces, and assuring thoin that 
tlie Chilian hordes would be soon 
Hwanning through Lima and Callao 
robl)ing, jiillnging and devastating, ad- 
vised them to antici])ate the Ciiilians 
uiul help themselves to what they want- 
eil. Later on stragglers from the front 
began arriving from Lima and Callao 
and their doleful reports wore circulat- 
ed. As if by magie bulletins and fire- 
works were suppressi'd, and instead, 
instant preparation made for destroy- 
ing the forts and shipping. All tin; 
morning of the Hith armed soldiers 
continued to pour into Lima and Callao; 
but they passed in profound quiet and 
gloom without an indication of what 
was to follow, except the forming of 
many groups of soldiers, negroes and 
Lidiansin the suburbs of the cities and 
the suspicious quietness with which 
they seemed to discuss recent events. 
At about 10 at night the work of pil- 
lage began, Door.s were smashed and 
the streets swarmed with peoido laden 
with large bundles of every species of 
plunder that could be imagined. An 
attack was opened on the stores of the 
Chinese, and these furnished huge quan- 
tities of firecrackers, bombs, etc., the 
popping and banging of which added to 
the oonfusion. Toward morning the 
scone was rendered more frightful by 
the glare of burning ships and frequent 
explosions of dynamite, which was 
placed under every gun which defended 
the fort. No sooner did the rioters get 
a taste of pillage and were excited by 
liquor than they systematically began 
sacking stores and houses without na- 
tionality. In Callao perhaps 30 Cliinese 
were killed. As most of them wore 
killed upon the outskirts of the town 
and upon the open pampas, it is prob- 
able that they were pursued and mur- 
dered simply for the pleasure of kill- 
ing. . In Lima the mob was greater 
and the riot began earlier. Some hun- 
dreds of CJhinese were sacrificed. Not 
only does it appear that the rioters 
were incited to and encouraged in their 
barbarities by the superior officers of 
the Peruvian army and navy, but many 
squads of rioters were led by Peru- 
vian officers who participated in 
the plunder. At noon on the 17tli the 
riot suddenly ceased. A number of 
foreign residents, many of them ov»ners 
of stores which had been pillaged, or 
ganized themselves an "unbane guard" 
and, sallied forth upon the mob. News 
of tiiis seeuied to spjread .like lightning 
through the city and siinultaneou.sly 
the rioters disappeared as if swallow- 
ed by the earth. The guard was soon 
adequately armed with abandoned 
rifles and undertook a systematic 
search through the lanes inhabited by 
the poorer classes and inuch.j property 
wiis recovered. Tiie ' meii influenced 
by their losses and jicrhaps by other 
8timulant.s,' of which there was no lack 
did not perform their self imposed 
duties with negligance or undue gentle- 
ness, and in the morning many corners 
were encumbered with swarthy corp- 
ses. In fact, several of the guard f(!ll 
Tictims to their, zeal, .as- 
rioters werc'iiiucli'nibre"numcrous and 
the a:rea of operations greater. Resis- 
tanco to the unbane guards was much 
more -serious and it is a.aid moroJlian 
500 rieter* were killed.

The cabinet met yesterday on a some- 
what hasty summons, to consider pro- 
posals for negotiations from the Boers. 
Though tne proposals are vague, they 
are nevertheless regarded by the gov- 
ernment as ofTering a starting point to- 
wards a di.scu.ssion of terms for amica- 
bly settlement. 

In tho house of lords, Beaconfiekl 
ccprijssed the opinion that danger 
might arise from negotiations with the 
lioers, against whom tho govornment 
was not yet successful in the war. 

P.i-:ri.in, Feb. 16. — Emperor Wil- 
liam's speech at the opening of tho 
reichstag yesterday contains an ap- 
peal to the working classes, which is 
expected to influence elections which 
will ]5robably be held in .luno next. 
The emj)eror says that a remedy for 
socialist excesses must be sought not 
only in repressing, hut equally in a 
positive attempt to promote the wel 
fare of the laboring classes. His maj- 
esty hope."! that the workmen's accident 
insurance bill will bo welcomed by tho 
reiclistag as a compliment to legislation 
against solid democracy. The income 
category is a bill to regulate the con- 
stitution' of trade guilds by. afTording 
means for organizing into societies per- 
sons engaged in the same trade, thus 
raising their economic capacity, and 
social and moral efficiency. The speech' 
announcing tho bill for biennial budgot 
will bo again presented for considera- 
tion by the reiclistag. 

At a meeting of the reiclistag yes- 
terday, only 183 deputies out of 39G 
wore present, no working quorum. 
The house adjourned uutil to-day to 
elect a president and vice president.

Ni:w Y^OKK, Feb. M.— Tho Herald, 
in reviewing the lato census statistics, 
Gnds that while tho increase of the 
black poi)ulation of the Gfteen southern 
str-tes, during the decade preceding 
1S70, was only 5| per cent, the in- 
ci caso during the last ten years was 
more than 35 per cent. Regarding the 
increase in the diflerent states the 
Herald says: In Nevada thoy have in- 
creased since 1870 from 3152 to 5-120; 
in Colorado from 700 to GIO, of whom 
about one-third are in Denver; in 
Washington Territory, from 231 to 
2182; in ^Vyoming, from 153 to 911, 
aiifl in Dakota, from none to 23S. 

In Idaho and Montana tlisre has 
been a marked falling away of Chinese 
the decrease being from •l:-!:27 to 3378 
in tho former territory, and 1949 to 
1737 in the latter.

It is probable that New 
Orleans has attracted 473 to Louisiana 
but St. Louis has drawn less than a 
hundred to INIi.ssouri.

Hisjdaugbter, after she 
had recovered from the shock caused 
by this terrible declaration^ flew tow- 
ards him and bcg:j:fid him not to carry 
out his awful resolve, but he repeated 
his intention in the same words, and a 
moment or two after raising the revol- 
ver to his right temple he said, "Maudy, 
I'm gone," and pulled the trigger. 
Tho sliot had been well aimed, and 
tho bullet entered the temple just in 
front and a littlo above the right ear, 
penetrating into the brain.

On tie I6th inst. CiiAULKy Stk.waut 
Parsell, then in Paris, wrote to the 
lanil league an impassioned address 
in reply to tlicir _ request to pro- 
ceed to Ararrica La agitato for Iro- 
land and electing to rcniHiii and attend 
to his parliamentary duties. He said : 

«'I£ wo are worthy the occasion here 
the American peoplfe and the Irish na- 
tion in .America will give us propor- 
tionate 'sympathy and practical help. If 
the spirit and courage of our people at 
homo be maintained the resources of 
tho whole Irish race abroad will be at 
oar disposal, while if thci-ais the slight- 
est flinching or reaction in Ireland it 
will "produce disastrous rcsnlt.s in Amer- 
ica. Nor do I agree with you tlint foi- 
the remainder of the session very little 
is to be expected from parliaincMt/s ac- 
tion. The expelled Irish merabei . have 
almost unanimously decided to remain 
in their places and offer resistance 
which the forth& o£ the house of com- 
mons will permit to tho passage of 
tho coercion and arms bill. En 
this resolution 1 fully concur. 

# * •* # Parlinniont is at present 
governed by landlords, manufacturers 
and shopkeepers of Great Britain. At 
election times sprinjjs are sot in motion 
by wirepullers of the two political part- 
ies, and the masses of tho electors are 
driven to the polling booth to register 
tho decrees of .some caucus with place 
and power and not the good of the 
l)cople as its object. Public opinion in 
England is also dolib(U-ateIy and syste- 
matically perverted. With regard to 
Ireland, vigorous agitation in England 
and Scolliuul would change all this. 
Tho near approach of household suf- 
frage in tho counties is a practical cer- 
tainty before the next general election. 
It will sound tho doom of tho English 
land system, nnd tho starting of work- 
ingnian's or agricultural laborers" can- 
didates in every British constituency 
would soon bring the house of com- 
mons and radicalism to its senses. A 
junction between English democracy 
and Irish nationalism upon the basis 
of Ireland's right to nlak^ her own 
laws, the overthrow of territorialisni in 
both countries and enfranchisemeHt of 
labor from crushing taxes for mainten- 
ance of standing armies and navi«s 
would prove irresistible. It would 
terminate the strife of centuries and 
secure lasting fi-iendship based 
on mutual interest and confi- 
dence between the two nations. 
The government will i-ely very much 
upon intimidation produced by the first 
arrests, but if the gaps are at once fill- 
ed up and the ranks clo.sed, in all ])rob- 
abiliiy no second attempt will ba made 
to break them. Let no man leave his 
pose. Continue your organization just 
aa before and have others ready to take 
the places of those who may bo arrest- 
ed. By this policy of passive endur- 
ance the Irish peojile will corauiand 
the respect of tho world and will jn'ovo 
themselves worthy of freedom. ' -'■ 

* . * Tenant farmers are not called 
upon to make a great sacrifice or run 
much risk thsniflfslvea. 'They are asked 
to refuse to pay unjust reiita nnd re- 
fuse to take farms from which others 
have been evicted for such refusal. If 
they collapse nnd start back at tho first 
pressure, thoy will shov,- themselves un- 
worthy of all that has been done for 
them during the past eighteen months. 
Thoy will prove to the world that they 
were fit only for the lot of slavery which 
has b(;on theirs, and that oppres- 
tiion and tyranny should be their nor- 
mal condition. If, on the other hand, 
they remember our precepts and bear 
themselves as men willing to suffer a 
little for the good of all, they will make 
for themselves a name in Irish history, 
nnd their children may speak proudly 
of them u.'i preciirsoru or Irish liberty. 
I have every coriiidcnce that they will 
be staunch, and that the spirit which 
has been created here will survive 
srery persecution and outlive tem- 
porary coercion. The honor of Ireland 
is in the kce[)ing of iier si.x hundred 
thousand teiuint farmers.''

A committee of tho House of Re 
presentative.i at Wjisiiingion having 
had under consideration the Panama 
canal project have presented a efiort 
alTirming the jMoNUoi; Doctrine. After 
reviewing the Db LussErs scheme and 
.its bearing on tho Moxhoe Doctrine 
the report concludes : — 

Your committee, therefore as an aflir- 
mation of the Monrok Doctrine, believe 
that Americanfi must rule Aracrica,and 
that, as n notice to all the world, the 
United Stales, cherishing a friendly 
spirit to all nations, will adhere to 
strict neutrality in all transatlantic af- 
fairs, and expect like non-interference 
in all American afiFairs, whether in the 
northern or southern portions of the 
western hemisphere, and that wo re- 
commend the adoption of the following 
resolution : ■ "That' the establishment 
of any form of protectorate by any one 
of the powers of Europe over any inde- 
pendent states on this continent, or the 
introduction from any quarter of a 
scheme or policy which would carry 
with it tho right of any European pow- 
er to interfere with their concerns or 
to control in any other manner their 
destiny, or transfer, to, any _such power 
by conquest, concessiori,l or 'acquisition 
in any other way, of any of those states 
or any portion thereof, is a' mensuro to 
v/hich this government is opposed, and 
which, should tho attempt be made, it 
will regard and treat as dangerous to 
our peace, prosperity and safety ; that 
tHo construdtibn ' of any public works 
connecting the watcr.'i of the Atlantic 
and Pacific, by any European govern- 
ment or power, wlicther the same be 
constructed at Panama ; ori elBowhere, 



would he in violation of the spirit and 
Ifittfff of the MoXROK ducirine,and could 
not be sanctioned by the government of 
the Pnited States and that should it be 
constructed across the isthmus of Pana- 
ma, or elsewhere, this government will 
insist it shall not bo under the control 
of any European government or power, 
but that it shall 1)0 free to the com- 
merce of the world upon equal terms, 
and that no discrimination shall ever bo 
made against tho United States in peace 
or war, and that the president bo re- 
quested to take stops necessary and 
proper for tho abrogation of any exist- 
ing treaties whose terms are in conflict 
with this declaration of principles," 

JUSTICE "at last. 

The ilouH.o, by a uuanimou.s vote, 
called on the government to pay tho 
local creditors of the cofferdam oqn- 
tractors, and the government have 
pledged themselves to do it. After 
more than two years of weary waiting 
and after repeated rebulis the friends 
of the creditors by constant effort and 
agitation have forced the government 
to do theii* duty. This very gratirying. 
The three city members — MessrR Wil- 
Hov, Drummond and "Williams — are 
entitled to the credit of the sudden con- 
version of the government to tho prin- 
ciples of justice and equity. Had tho 
government refused this simple act of 
justice there is reason to believ^e that the 
three members named would have cross- 
ed tho House. Tho attoriiey-genoral 
quite lost his temper during the debate; 
but he crooked the pregnant hinges of 
ilie knee to tho inevitable at last and 
thi! ti nance minister was compelled to 
move the amendment which, in effect, 
condemns tho ministry for their cruel 
treatment of tho local creditors.

Mr. McGUlivmy moved tlint in tho 
iipinion of this House it is expedient to 
estiililiah a registry ofUco at Now West- 
minster under tlie pruvis'nui.s of the T,.'uul 
Registry Ortlinance, 1870, fiU' tlie cun- 
vuuionco of the udiabitants of (he .\rain- 
laiid.

The riovernmeiit miglit say tliat they 
could IK it pay these claims until Rood 
Brothers and Drake i^- .Tackson, who 
represented tkecontractors, wore satisGod; 
but that was a matter which 
should be taken into consideration and ho 
asked tho House to resolve itself into 
committee of the Whole to consider' tho 
claims. 

Mr. Ferguson seeouded. 
Hon. Mr. Walkem saiil bo would raise 
no objection, but if tho House chose to 
resolve iisulf into a conmiitteo it would 
bo sitting as so many County Court Judges 
to .say that Reed Brothers owod the mon 
so much money. In tho alisonce of Reed 
lirother.s tlie elaini must lioiieard f.iinu t't. 
The linn had left their laborer.i in tho 
lurcii. He had noticed scurrilous letters 
and articles in a public journal, and ho 
trusted the good sense of the House 
would not bo intluencod by such black- 
guardly language. He professed great 
sympathy with the poor laborers who had 
been kejit twt I years out of tiieir money. 
It was Owing to the blunder of the former 
chief commissioner; all this liad oc- 
curred when there was an extension of 
I time granted. There was a legal point 
j involved which would surprise hon. 
I members. The grossest misstatements 
I had been made in tho public press with a 
j view to iullueiicing this House. It was 
I tho wish of the government to pay tho 
men who wore defrauded by the bankrupt 
firm of^Keed Brothers if j there was any 
way of avoiding a lawsuit with that firm. 
Ho could show that Reed Brothers had 
avoided service in London of a writ from 
Mr. Saunders, one of the creditors. Tho 
oiB.litor.s and the persons who were ad 
vancing the bill of right were not working 
in acciu'd. The representatives of Reed 
Brothers declared on Friday that if their 
Remands wore not met thoy would ob- 
struct the other creditors from getting 
paid at all. The action of R«od Brothers 
was a purely speculative one, and it was a 
misstatement that the government at Ot- 
towa are in the habit of granting a 
tiat, but the}" generally sent an arbitrator 
•as in tho case of Kinsman & Styles. Ho 
believed it to be tho duty of the govern- 
ment to protect the publio ptirse. This 
was a raid upon it by a finn who came 
intti tliis Umisc asking it to autliorize 
them ill a smuggled-in section ot the 
Property Hill (clause 17) to ask the House 
to allow them to take 5 per cent, out of a 
widows" and orphans' estate in which 
they had been acting as executom All 
tho committee could do was to consider 
tliis matter, Imt thoy could not rcp.-irt in 
favor of its payment. He cilleil un lion, 
members not to bo iiilluonced by bliuk- 
guavdly publications. 

Mr. Williaum strongly c duleiimeii the 
course of tho governniont towards tho 
local creditors. If an architect gave out 
a contract for a building and the contrac- 
tnr were to fail the architect gave out tho 
Jul) afresh and when the new coutractorH 
had linished it if there was any money 
left it was divided l)otwcou tho creditors 
of the tirst contractor. They were enti- 
tled to their money and he hoped this 
House would instruct the government to 
pay them. He did not think there was a 
sii.gle dollar due Reed Brothers. If there 
was .?S000 on hand it ought to bo paid to 
the local creditors. 

Mr. Wilson said the .\ct of last session 
(iiily gave tho government power to settle 
the el.-'.ims coiidilicnally. Another .\ct 
should be passed to enable tho govern- 
ment tn pay the ainmiHts. As regards 
time there was a failure in the contract, 
but the aitiu-ney-gener.al had just raised a 
point which was new to him — that in con- 
suquence of the action of the former chief 
commissioner demurrage was waived. 

Hon. Mr. NN'alkem — Tho first extiui- 
sion, I said.

Mr. Mara seconded. 
Mr. Smitho hoped the amemlment 
would be carried, it being the only prac- 
tical way of dealing with the subjecl; and 
attaining the , object the mover of (he 
original resolution had in view. Tlio at- 
torney-general last session blindfolded the 
oroditota in Vicluria, and tied the hands 
of the Government wlio could riot move 
until Reed Brothoi-s & Co. had waived 
their claims. Ho agreed with Mr. Wil- 
son that the act should be amended so as 
to enable the Oovoniment to pay the 
money to tho local oreditora under proper 
security. The Trovinee was reaping the 
benefit of the advances made by. local 
creditors and if the Government wero 
right how could they fear the decision of 
an impartial tribunal such as the Suj>remo 
Court is.' He disputed the assertion fjf 
tho attorney-gonerul that the Canadian 
fiovoiniiiont denied tho prayers of a peti- 
tion of right in well-founded cases. It 
was seldom the Ottawa Government ever 
allowed a matter to go so far. They sub- 
mitted it to arbitration, ami it tho decis- 
ion was not Hiitisfactory a petition of right 
was always heard, except in frivolous ca.ses. 
Tiiore was an undoubkod claim against 
the Ciovernment and it ought to be fairly 
tried before tliu .Supreme Court. Wo 
ought to have confidence in that 
body, which would try the rase without 
fear or favor. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem ol.jected to tho 
ameiuhnent. He clniiuoii entire respon- 
siliilit.y in this mattor, and saiil attacks on 
the Iiieut.-tiowi uor were cowardly. Ho 
modiiced attidavils to show that Reed 
Brothers could not lie served in London 
at tho instance of Mr. Saunders of this 
city and that one of tho Reeds had left 
tho firin in 1877. Whore was Iheautlior- 
ity of Drake & Jackson to act for this 
lirni, Avho in an Eastern Province got 
jiaid for building a railway and did not 
pay their sub-contractors? Tho lesident 
engineer, by affidavit, contradicted tlie 
petition of right in nearly overy particu- 
lar, and he proceeded to read a rejiort of 
the resident cugineer who characterized 
tho petition as very frivohms. On that 
advice ho (Mr. Walkem) had acted, and 
he called attention to the prevarications 
of Mr. Dawson before a committee of this 
House last session and tlie frequent altor- 
atiori.s of Ids to.stininiiy. Tho attorneys 
in this case — ho did not know for whom 
they acted — had threatened to oppose the 
creditors getting a he.'iriiig unless Reed 
Brothers' claims were coupled with theirs 
— with a black-mail suit. He had resisted 
the claim on tho resident engineer's re- 
port, and as to urbitrntion it was not de- 
sirable, especially as tho last arbitration 
resulted iti tho Provinco paying .^10,000 
for a piece of rock. 

Dr. Ash. — It wa.s worth ii. 1 always 
said so. 

Hon. IVfr. \\'alkein cuiitinuod that the 
tho extension of time by Jlr. Vernon had 
given these parties a technical right of 
action. Ho was opposed to tho petition 
of right being granted, because tho mat- 
tor should go to the engineers for arbi- 
tration and becausB tho claim was frivo- 
lous. 

Mr. Mara could not support the motion 
togo into committeoon this subject bccauso 
as soon as a resolution to pay any money 
had been reported it would fall to tho 
ground. In comniittoo the sympathies of 
the House would be excitedin favorof tho 
local creditors, whcroaa if the case went to 
a court of law it would havo to be decided 
on its merits. Suits might be commenc- 
ed by the creditors and the money duo 
Reed Brothers garnislioed in case of judg- 
ment being obtained against tho provinco. 
Ho hold the proper courae would be to 
adopt tho nnicndniciit of tho member for 
Vale. 

Mr. Helgeseu would not support the 
amendment because its adoption would 
get the province into a lawsuit. 

Mr. Harris symp.athizod with tho credi- 
tors, but could not support tho amend- 
mon(. 

Mr. FeimiBon said tho aiiiondinent al- 
tered the comploxiuii of tho original re- 
solution, which wii.s intended to benefit 
the creditors of Reed Brothers. It was 
shamoful tho way in which these local 
creditors had been treated and ho favored 
tho original resolution hoping that a l>ill 
would be introduced to make the govern- 
ment distribute the money equally among 
the creditors. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven, after professing an 
ardont admiration for tho poor working- 
men, moved an anieiidiuent to tho amend- 
ment that this HouHc- ilosires tliat the 
elaiiii.i of tho local ci'cdit(irs of Reed 
Brothers be considered liy the govorii- 
mcut. He deprecated the letting of con- 
tracts to English firms who in the eastern 
provinces allowed local creilitors to suf- 
fer. 

Hon. I\Ir. Walkoni seeoiuleil. 
Mr. Wilson said the ainemlmeiu of the 
minister of finance was a little mj'sterious 
and he vvunted to know if the object of 
the resolution was to decide and square 
the local claims ? 
Hon. Mr. Walkom — Yes; it w. 
Mr. "Wilaon — Thon I will support it. I 
think the amendment of the member for 
Vale will come up when the petition of

! Mr. Vernon .said the leader of the gov- 
ernment had laid stress on the first ex- 
tension of tho conti'i^ct ; but ho would re- 
mind him that there was a largo amount 
of comont on stomge, there was machinery 
afloat that had to be paid for, and in ad- 
dition the plans and specifications were 
all wrong. Such \^{.a tlio state of things 
that met the Elliott government. Ho did 
not see what clso could liavc been done 
but to grant an extension of time. He 
thought it was a fortunate thing that tlie 
dam was not completed in tho contract 
time. He did not see what good object 
could bo attained by resolving the House 
into a Committee of the Whole. The 
proper course w.os to allow the petition of 
right to be granted upon security being 
given by the firm or their agents. If 
the linn did this, why should they bo de- 
barred from going before the courts ! Ho 
would not favor tho granting of a petition 
of right on every frivolous matter ; but 
this was not a frivolous matter and lio

be paid and they renewed that asiurance 
to-day, if Reed Brother's claim was 
waived. The government had no desire 
to do injustice to any one —not even to 
Reed Brothers. 

Mr^ Bennett, having the assurance of 
the attorney general that a bill would be 
brought down to give effect in the ain- 
eiidinent, woidd inipport it; but the 
same grouuil had been gone over last 
j-oar. Mr. Dawscni had agreed to waive 
Ids own claims — ho could not waive Reed 
Brothers' claims — and tho goverinnont 
should have paid the claims of the local 
creditors long ago. Thoy could havo 
done :io without any fear of legal conse- 
quences lor had not tho attorney general 
shown that the government cduld not 
havo been sued without their consent i 

Mr. Vernon clinracterizod the conduct 
of the governniont as moat cowardly. 
They ought to pay tbo local creditors and 
thoy ought to pay the balance to Reed 
Brothers it Co. Thoy were afraid to let 
the ca.'ie come before a court of law. 
Thoy were afraid to havo tho case tried 
on its merits. Thoy were at 
last willing lo pay local men 
after having starved them for throe 
years. His amoiidmoiit was a reasonable 
one. It was only reasonablo that the 
local creditors should be paid fir.st and 
then if anything ivas left over it should 
be handed over to the firm. Tho work 
was well performed, and it was not likely 
to fall to pieces, as was the opinion of 
the attorney general, as soon as tho water 
had boon pumped out. Tkero wore errors 
in tho specifications that ought not to 
havo been thrown on tho contractors. 
They were entitled to extension of time 
on that account. Ho did not think the 
extension of tiino had worked infinite mis- 
chief, as liad been tisserted by tho attor- 
ney general, and was surprised at the at- 
titude of the governniont on this question. 
If the contractors gave sufiieient bonds 
why not lot the case be tried on its merits 
ill the courts .' 

Hon. I\Ir. Wnlkoiii — Question, ques- 
tion! What about the Island railway i 

Mr. Vernon's opinion on the Island 
railway had never changed. 

-Mr. Williams wanted to know what 
woiild become of tho case if it wont to tho 
law courts < If costs could be saved the 
(iovernment should endeavor to save 
them. 

Mr. Wil.soii said Mr. Vernon would do 
well to witlidiaw his ainendmont as the 
Governitieiit would consider tho claims of 
the local creditors and arrange the matter 
before the House is prorogued. 

Dr. .\sli lieiioved it was understood 
that the guvuniinent would consider tho 
claini.s of tho local creditors. Tho con- 
tractora wore said to bo bankrupt and the 
House was asked to pay over to those 
creditors a simi of money. Ho believed 
that arbitration was tho very worst form 
of settling matters. Tho Houso was ask- 
ed to do what he believed was a thorough- 
ly diahonest'transaotion. Ho could not 
bo a party to any such thing. Every 
member of tho House should speak out in 
this case. A petition of right ought to bo 
granted and tho matter taken to the Su- 
premo Court. Messrs. Rood Brothers 
wero quite willing that tho local creditors 
should bo paid if the balanco claimed by 
tliain wore submitted to tho Courts for 
atljudication. (Hoar, hoar.) The delay 
of the contractors in completing the cof- 
ferdam had been tho province's gain. Ho 
would support the ninondment of the 
hon. member for Yale. 

Mr. Drummoml said that the subject 
had taken a much wider range than ho 
supposed it would. Tho remarks of tho 
hon. monibor for Comox and others wore 
entirely foreign to tlio question. The 
amendment of the finance minister met 
with his approval and he hoped it would 
be carried. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven's aniondment to tho 
amendment was put and declared car- 
ried. 

Mr. Ash wished to know whethor all 
tho creditors woi-o included or only the 
local ones. He called for names. 

On a show of hands being taken 
mombor of tho Houso voted ayo. 

Houso adjourned till Tuesday at '.'p.m. 

.NOTicE.s or -MOTloy. 
Mr. Drummond, on Wednesday — To 
move that in tho opinion of this House it 
is desirable that the number of moinbcrs 
of the managing ho.irds of tho Royal Hos- 
pit.al of the city of Victoria, cities of Now 
Westminster and Nanaimo should bo 
changed so as to admit of two members 
appointed by tho Liout.-Govornor-in- 
Council, and that two be elected by tho 
contributors who pay an annual subscrip- 
tion of S2.60 ; shall havo a vote and be 
eligible to bo elected as directors of said 
boards, and that the mayors of tho cities 
of Victoria, New Westminster and Nanai- 
mo shall be fx orjlcio tho chairman and a 
member of tho board. Tho members 
elected by the subscribers shall bo for tho 
term of ono year, those appointed by tho 
goverinneiit shall act on their behalf 
until their appointments shall have boon 
cancelled. 
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Mr. Sniithc said he was inclined to sup- 
port tho second amendment as the gov- 
ernment had pledged tlieinsolvcs to bring 
duwu a bill to authorize tho distribution. 
Ho had tried last year to bring the min- 
istry to a proper sense of their duty, but 
they rofu.iod all overtures. Now thoir 
minds wore changed and after battling the 
claims for nearly three years they seemed 
prepared to yield to considerations of jur"- 
tice and equity. Tho amendment should 
pledge the government to settle tho claims 
of the local creditors. That would bo de- 
finite. The claims had been considored 
long ago and tho amendment should bo 
alterotl so as to read settle the claims. 

Mr. Mara referred to tho extraordinary 
position of the government. The minis- 
ter of finance a.sked tho Houso to tell the 
government to do what ! — thoir duty ! 
Tlioy ought to have considered tho claims 
long ago. The government had no right 
to deny Reed Brothers justice because 
they wero bankrupt. (Hoar.) Tho gov- 
ernment were remiss in not having como 
before the House long ago with some 
scheme to settle those claims, (Hear, 
hear.) If tho minister of finance who 
arranged tho contract with Reed Brothers 
know BO well tbo pocijliarity of English 
firms, why did he not insert a clause in 
tho contract to protect the local creditors ! 
(Hear.) " ' 

Hon. Mr. AValkom said the House had 
a right to expre.S3 its opinion on this sub- 
ject. The government had considered 
this matter and a bill would bo brought 
down to dispose of it if this amendment 
was agreed to. 

Mr. McGillivray seconded tlie amend- 
ment of the minister of finance. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys complained that

A highly respected and worthy family 
with numerous connections in this pro- 
vince are plunged in deep grief at tho 
sudden death of two of its members with- 
in two dii}-."! of each otiier. Oji Saturday 
morning, about a [ to 8 o'clock, Captain 
John JI. Tliain was I'onnd dead inhis berth 
on board the banpie Princess Roy.il, 
which vessel wa.< loading with spars at 
Burratd Inlet. Tho body was placed on 
board tho little propeller Lonora and 
brought to "Victoria on Sundaj' for intor- 
moiit. On Saturday .Mr. James N. Tliain, 
a younger bi'other of the first-named do- 
ceased, was stricken with paralysis of tho 
brain. Ho was convoyed to tho hospital 
and died ycstor'dn}' morning about 11 
o'clock. 

Capt. John M. Thain was a native of 
St. .lolin, N. B., and formerly coniiiiand- 
ed seagoing vessels. ITe came to Cali- 
fornia in 1850 and to Victoria in 1858. 
Bore for many years ho boro a prominent 
part in business alfairs, and his active, 
burly figure was ono of the most familiar 
features of Wharf .street in the young 
days of this city. 1 
Mr. James N. Tliain was aged 31) years. I 
He was n prominent business man of .Sail 
Francisco in tho pioneer days of that city, 
and in 1858 canio to N'ictoria as agent f(»r 
the great niersaiitili? house of Sam. Price 
& Co. Ho was foremost in the organiza- 
tion of the Victoria fire department, the 
FmsorBivcr Navi;,Mtinii C.i. , which ran 
their boats through to Vale, tind was a 
charter moinber of tlie first ^lasonic 
lodge instituted h,-re. .Vfter ]8(;2 he dis- 
appeared from the bii.siiu'ss circles, but 
emerged occasionally from liis rotiremeiit 
to contribute articles on stirring topics for 
the press, and "J.N.T." wore familiar ini- 
tials at tho toot of many excellent cimi- 
niunicutions. 

The father ami mother of the deceased _ 
goiitlonion attained to a great ago and are 
both buried in tho cemoteiy liero. Tho 
fuuoi-als will take jilace to-day at 2.30 
o'clock as per advertisement. 'I'he demise 
of tho brothers within two days of each 
other i.s a coincidflnco which, to say the 
least, is as romarknblc as it ia melancholy. 
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The Dakota Salvass Oaso. 

The San Francisco C'/i/(i/n"c?t? says that 
with regard to the claim for salvage upon 
tho entire cargo of tiie Dakota there aro 
conflicting statements. The Dakota w.as 
disabled by the breaking of a shaft and 
was rescued by the Victoria. Cioodall, 
Perkins & Co. .say that only a portion of 
the Victoria is owned by them and thoro- 
foro tho Pacific Coast Stoaui.ship Com- 
pany has a l ight to demaml salvage on 
the cargo of tho Dakota. Tho terms of- 
fered they say wore much lower than 
would havo been ofTorod by any other 
vessel, and tho insurance companies have 
readily accepted them. It is customary, 
Goodall, Perkins tt Co. saj-, for a com- 
pany to demand .salvage on one of their 
ships when rescued by another. On two 
such occasions the Pacific Mail Company, 
it is alleged, demanded salvage and no 
sano shipping agent would expect tho 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company to dis- 
regard tho example of its coiitoniporary. 
The claims against the D.ikota have not 
all been settled, however, ami notwith- 
standing the advantageous ofl'or of the 
Victoria it is possible that an agreomont 
will onlj' be arrived at by the as.sistance 
of the courts. / The consignees of tho car- 
go fail to readily see the justice of tho 
very roasonablo claim uf the Victoria 
against tho Dakotti as the latter, it was 
alleged, was disabled by defective ma- 
chinery. Tho damage caused bj- the do- 
lay of tlio Dakota would, it is claimed, for 
outweigh the benefits accomplished by 
tlia Victoria. Wharovcr the precedent 
may be the (JhronicU thinks it look strange 
that ono ship owned altogether or in part 
by a firm should exact salvage for a.ssist- 
ance to another ship del.ayed by broken 
machinery. Tho case if carried into the 
courts as threatened will bo interesting to 
shippers. 

Travbw i.n Alaska. — Archbishoii Scg- 
hers has made onu missionary trip that 
he will ever rcinomber with great interest. 
Ho started for Alaska in May, 1877, tak- 
ing passage on ono of tho Alaska Com- 
mercial Comiiany's steamers at Nanaimo. 
After visiting tho various seal islantls he 
started in company with another priest 
and four Indiana across the country, 
reaching tho Yukon river at a point some 
400 miles from its mouth. The party 
were subject to groat hardships and priv- 
ations during the tri|i. He .speaks of tho 
Yukon as a great river, it is tho third 
in length and volume in North America. 
At tho place .above mentioned it was three 
miles widoand very deep. His travels up 
that stream extended to a point within 25 
miles of the Arctic circle. A vivid dis- 
play of tho Aurora Borealis or northern 
lights was witnessed by his Grace. At an- 
otlior time ho came acro.ss tlio grave of 
Lieutenant Barnhard, an English ullicer 
who was murdered while on an expedi- 
tion in search of Sir John Franklin.

Last year, when there was an 
unprecedontodly largo catch, tho Indian 
seers pnipliosiscd that there would bo a 
fail ure for this astonishing reason: A 
native woman had been brought to bod 
with twins and the aupcrstition.s of tho 
tribe, observed from time ii.inomorial, 
led them to believo that if ono of the 
twins did not die seals would not come to 
tho coast any nioro. So tho parents car- 
ried tho babes into the bush and com- 
menced u coiir.'io of incantation and star- 
vatioii._ lu the midst of tho rites Father 
Nicolal of the C'titholic mission repaired 
to the spot and induced tho iiaronts to 
return to the village and provide for tho 
nourishment of tho little strangera. Tlie 
twins survived and ns tho catch of seals' 
subse(|UBntly proved unusually largo an- 
other timewuni superstition of tho sav 
ages h.is been knocked on tho head. In- 
stead of disaster the twins would appear 
to havo brought tho tribe good luck.

On last 
Saturday ho went to the residence of 
Major O'Keil to'delivor some articles and 
found there seated at dinner with the 
Major Misses Mary and Sophie King, Mr. 
Foiiwick and Dr. IVIorgaii. Tho M.ajor 
received the goods and then returned to 
the dinner table, being (unknown to him 
and uninvitod) closely followed by Buch- 
anan. Dr. Morgan then invited him to 
share their repast, but he replied, "No; 
thank you, I will wait till youare through " 
or words to that effect, and taking up a 
position ill front of tho stove, close to and 
in tho rear of his victims^ he drew a re- 
volver from his bosom and fired at Miss 
Mary King, the ball taking ell'ect in her 
arm and back. Ho then fired at Major 
O'Neil, tho ball fortunately missing him. 
Mr. Ponwick, rising from tho table, was 
tho next assailed, and shot through tho 
body, the ball burying itself in the wall 
of the houso and inflicting a mortal 
wound upon that gentleman who lingered 
in great .agony until p. m. when death 
put an end to his sufl'orings. The mur- 
derer then placed tho muzzle of tho pistol 
to his own Dreast and pulling tho trigger 
fell dead. Miss King's wounds aro not 
considored dangerous. 

2iIunioipal Council Mooting:. 

The Council held a meeting ye.otorday 
forenoon in the Council Chambers; the 
Mayor and all the Oouncillora being pre- 
sent. Just before business was com- 
monced the reporters wero requested to 
withdraw' which thoy nccordingly did. 

Tho Bosaioii was somowhal protraotod, 
tho adjournment not taking place till 
nfter 1 p.m. Among other matters the 
Municipal Oonsolidatod Bill .now before 
the Legislature and a private one for this 
city were discussed, the Finance Minister 
being present to take part. Several am- 
endments wore agreed to, among which 
was ono empowering the Council to im- 
pose a tax on billiard tables in Clubs; 
also a liconso on these associations where 
liquors aro dispensed. To enable the 
Council to give restaurants the right to 
sell ale and porter and other houses to 
sell liquor by the bottle. A discussion 
took place respecting tho election clause 
in the Municipal Bill; the Council being 
-.bout equally divided aato whether it was 
advi.sablo to put in a week between nomi- 
nation .ahd:p611ing. On tho insurance 
tax question it was decided, after hearing 
the city barristers' opinion, that it should 
remain on; but that the road tax on real 
estate owners ahoulcl bo repealed. Tho 
The first reading of Councillor Sh.akcs- 
peare's by law to enable tho Council to 
sell property for delinquent taxes was 
passed. Second reading fixed for Wed- 
nesday afternoon when another special 
mooting will be hold. The question of 
reducing water rates will .also bo taken 
into consideration at that mooting.
